If 8 batchim is followed by ©, © will not be pronunced. 
Ex: 3 Of (like [45 OF], 2401 (dislike) >[A] 21] 


If the consonants 1,C,H,A,X come after 1,C,H batchims, their pronunciation will become 
double consonants like T1,LE, HH, A4, XX, respectively. 

Ex: Q (without) 2 [913], HY (desk) [5815], Ż'E (flower field) [EE] 

If the consonants 1, C, H,X come before or after the batchim $, their pronunciation will 
become strong consonants like 3, E ,I,X. 

Ex: F Otoh (congratulations) [2 7 FSH], 2 St (enrollment) 2 [0| £f], 95| CF (hit) [BEA] EH 


If the 4 consonants above mentioned (1,C,H,X) come after Lo or 26, their pronunciation 
becomes strong consonants as well. 
Ex: CF (many) A [RF EF, XI BECt mot lose) 2[23 4] CFE 


If 1,C,H batchim is followed by the consonants L or O, the batchim is pronunced © ,L or 
Q, respectively. 
Ex: S E 2 (museum) [8t ]. ZAFE L CEF (Thank you) TIŻFAFEELICH 


If © or O batchim is followed by the consonant =, = becomes L. 


Ex: 4/2] St (psychology) 2[4 L| SH, SF (type) 2[S F] 


If 7 or H batchim is followed by the consonant =, the batchim becomes © or O respectively, 
and = becomes L. 

Ex: €44 (educational background) > [H H], ef e|! (rational) [et L| A] 

If L batchim is followed by the consonant =, or = batchim is followed by the consonant L, 
L becomes =. 


Ex: & 8| (management) >[# el], SE (lose) 2[81 €] 


However in some cases, the batchim does not become = and instead the following consonant 
becomes L- (often in words originating from Chinese characters).
